The kitchen prospects: 
May Eease Meat Rationing 


Meat rationing may be eased 


further by October 1, lifted en- 
tirely soon after. 


Fats and oils—very scarce now, 


may be ration free by the turn 
of the year. 


Sugar prospects are dim until 


1946. 


If official guesses are good, all 


food rationing except sugar thus 
will end by the holidays. 
Canned 


foods, canned milk, and this week 
cheese, have been rubbed off the 
ration list.

The Balkan 
political 
troubles 


have, as was to be expected, de- 
scended like -a plague of locusts 
on the London conference of the 
Big Five foreign ministers who 
have been trying to frame a peace 
treaty for Italy as a first step 
in European readjustment. 


It was too much to hope that 


Italy's case could be handled with- 
out intrusion of the Balkan diffi- 
culties, which have given rise to 
sharp differences of o p i n i o n 
among the Big Three—between 
the Russians on" the one hand, and 
the Anglo-American allies on the 
other. Apart from other consid- 
erations, peace treaties also have 
to be drawn up for Bulgaria, Ro- 
mania and Hungary, as axis satel- 
lites. 


Speaking in very general terms, 


the Balkan political upheavals are 
the result of the sweep of the left- 
ist tide across Europe. 
They are 


offshoots of the fight for power 
in the various states between the 
extreme left and the right. 


Then there is another far-reach- 


ing issue involved. 
Russia 
and 


Britain are up against the ques- 
tion of who's who in the Balkans, 
that is, whose sphere of influence 
southeastern Europe is in. 


Taking it all in all, it looks as 


though the Big, Three were on the 
verge of a vastly important show- 
down.

One of the significant develop- 


ments of this situation is that the 
remaining 
Balkan 
thrones 
are 


shaking like jellies, and the royal- 
ists are rushing to the rescue. The 
position of young King Mihai of 
Romania has suddenly become pre- 
carious 
and there's 
speculation 


whether he will be able to avoid 
abdication. Romania has a Mos- 
cow-sponsored government which 
Mihai doesn't want and which 
neither Washington nor London 
recognizes. 


Equally youthful King Peter of 


Yugoslavia is hammering at the 
door 
of 
the 
foreign 
ministers' 


council in London, trying to gain 
help in ousting the leftist govern- 
ment of Marshal Tito. Peter's 
chances don't look so hot. since all 
the Big Three have recognized 
Tito's government. Moreover. Mos- 
cow can't have much love for the 
Yugoslav 
royal 
family. 
Prince 


Paul, uncle of the king and regent 
until 1941. was bitterly anti-com- 
munist. 
Also Paul comes from 


the Russian royal family, and it is 
said that he had ambitions to sit 
on the throne of the Czars.

also has consulted with the Greek 
regent. Archbishop Damaskmos, in 
London. Meanwhile, unhappy King

Plea to Americans 


by Premier-Prince 


Higashi • Kuni 
U r g e s 


Americans to "Forget 
Pearl Harbor" Raid 


Tokyo. 
Sept. 
14—(AP)—Pre- 


mier Prince Higashi-Kuni called 
upon the people of America to 
f» rget Pearl Harbor as Japan 
builds "a completely new, peace- 
ful" nation, in an exclusive state- 
ment today to The Associated 
Press. 


"America has won and Japan 


has lost", the premier wrote in 
answer to a letter from Tht Asso- 
ciated Press. "The war is ended. 
Let us now bury hate. This has 
been my policy since organization 
of the present cabinet. 


"People of America—won't you 


forget Pearl Harbor: we Japanese 
people will forget the picture of 
devastation wrought by the atomic 
bomb and will start entirely anew 
as a peace-loving nation". 


The premier, whose entire public 


life heretofore has been spent in 
the army, promised that "the Jap- 
anese people will for the first time 
enjoy freedom by oppression of 
the militarist clique" as the free- 
dom of speech and of the press 
are gradually extended. 


Asked for Letters 


The prince recently publicly sol- 


icited letters of criticism and sug- 
gestion *rom the people and prom- 
ised an answer whenever possible 
—an unprecedented 
promise In 


Japan's histoiy. 


The Associated Press took him 


at his .word and sent a letter con- 
taining ten questions and received 
a nine-page letter of reply within 
24 hours. 


Higashi-Kuni 
sketched a long 


and difficult period ahead in build- 
ing a "new Japan". He listed these 
major immediate problems: 


"First, how to carry out faith- 


fully the provisions of Potsdam 
Declaratior In orderly and system- 
atic fashion 
while maintaining 


general order and not throwing

Russian Weather 


Information Now 
Available to U.S. 


Moscow, Sept. 14—(AP)—The 


Soviet Union once was a great 
blank spot on the world's weather 
map. Now it is exchanging .weath- 
er information nearly 1,000 times 
daily with the United States. The 
arrangement should prove of tre- 
mendous value to shipping, air- 
lines and farmers, since much ol 
the American weather "begins" in 
Soviet teritory. 


Maj. Gen. J. Russell Deane, chief 


of the American military mission 
to the U. S. S. R., told of this to- 
day along with many other here- 
tofore secret facts about war-time 
relations of Russia and the United 
States. 


Before the Soviet Union began 


exchanging weather information, 
the rest of the world lacked vital 
data from one-sixth of the world's 
surface. This Included 
Siberia, 


where many of the weather fronts 
start. 


The exchange began in March, 


1944. At present the Soviet is mak- 
ing observations in Siberian sta- 
tions six times daily and upwards 
of 400 reports are transmitted 
from Siberia alone each 24 hours.
